London, April 8. — A dispatch from Sofia 
slates that the government, since announc- 
ing the arrest of the murderers of Minister 
Beltcheff, has refused all .other information 
both us to the facts of the crime anil the 
motliods of its detection. It is stated how- 
ever on tho authority of two of tho persons 
who were arrested and since have been dis- 
charged! l ' lu t torture was resorted to in the 
cases of levtril in order to extort u con- 
fession, and tliut one of the accused was nut 
permitted to sleep until he had given nil 
the knowledge of which tho authorities be- 
lieved him possessed. A Russian arrested 
in connection with the case lias dis- 
appeared ami the authorities deny all 
knowledge of him, claiming that he 
w.is liberated on beinj; found innocent 
of the charge. Ho has not been seen by 
any ol his friends since the arrest, and they 
do not believe the statement as to his lib- 
eration. On the contrary there is thought 
to bo little doubt that he perished in prison, 
either under torture or after being com- 
pelled in that way to give a oluo to the 
guilty parties, ot whom he was one. Tho 
llulgnnuns inny try Russians and other 
fore gners, and convict and punish them, 
provided the government to which the 'or- 
eigner owes allegiance does hot inteifere in 
his behalf and demand that he be do ivcred 
up. Several Russians engaged in the Ra 
nilza conspiracy were saved from punish 
ment in this way, and Premier StaD.buloff 
ha« declared that no person concerned in 
the killing of Beltoheff will be permitted to 
escape. 

NIHILIST PLOTTING. 
Advices, to-night, from St. Petersburg, 
sUto that the city is virtually in a stale of 
seige during ihe past two days, and the 
police arc ransacking every house where 
they suspect tliut evidence may be obtained 
of nihilists plottings. After the arrest of 
tho would bo assassin, Shameikin, on Tues- 
day, the fact was communicated to tho 
Czar, but not to the Czarina, and their 
majesties went through tho review of the 
Imperial guard as if nothing had hippened. 
The Czar appeared B8 unconcerned as on 
any other parade, and was more thai) usual- 
ly gracious in manner, He has ordered that 
the Imperial thanks bf conveyed to tho 
police officers, whose vigilance pro- 
bably stivad his life, and has stated 
that lie will take occasion t* convey further 
marks of his appreciation. The severe 
measures against the Socialists have ex 
tended to Marburg, Germany, and tin 
authorities have issued orders that no more 
meetings ot the Socialists shall be permitti < 
ill that place, where the students of th 
university are Baid to be strongly tainted 
with ideas of social democracy. Of laic 
the Marburg Socialists have become demon- 
strative and aggressive in their propaganc 
ism. and the police assert that their a! 
semblies tend to promote sedition and dii 
order. 

BABNUSI OBITUARIES. 

Every London newspaper has a long 
(d)ituary notice of tho late showman Bar- 
num. Tho notices ate nearly all eulogistic 
on the ground ol his services in amusing 
and educating humanity, but some show a 
disposition t:> criticize the humbug part of 
his exhibitions. On the whole, however, 
the verdict is that he was a benefactor of 
mankind. 

MAILS FOR CHINA VIA THE O.P.R. 

Postmaster-General Raikes 1ms started 
four weekly mails for China by way of the 
Canadian Pacific and Vancouver. The gov- 
ernment is determined to sp ire no effort to 
build up the new railway and water route 
between England and Asia.

HALIFAX TO VICT0EIA. 



The Sealing Schooner Maud S. Arrives 
After an Eventful Trip of 
140 Days. 



At the Mercy of a Hurricane— British 
Sailors Detained Against 
Their Will. 



The racing built and decidedly handsome 
schooner', Maud S, purchused last winter for 
the sealing fleet, arrived safely yestcrduy 
afternoon from Halifax, which port she left 
on November 13th luat, in charge of Capt. 
R. E. MoKiel, and a picked crew of twelve, 
all told. She will tie up at Porter's wharf 
to day, w here any ono who cares to can pay 
her a visit. 

The trip just over has been full of interest 
for those on board the shapely little rover. 
Shortly after leaving Halifax a hurricane 
was encountered, which put to the test the 
seaworthiness ot the schooner. Tho gale set 
in from the south-east and then veered to 
i he north-west, with rain squalls, and 
for eight hour-; Captain McKiei was 
obliged to run under bare poles. 
One rea did board the schooner, smashing 
t'VJ skylight, an 1 flooding the cabin. The 
fore staysail was carried away, and the foro 
topmast also went by the board. AluUt 
the middle of December, the ship Henrietta, 
from New York for Portland, Oregon, was 
spoken in about 22 south, with all well Oil 
board. She diopped out of sight next day, 
but strange to say, was again fallen in with 
during a storm oil' Cape Horn, a mouth or 
more afterwards. 

Toward the latter part of January, the 
schooner put into flood Success Bay, Cape 
Horn, whcie a life saving station had a 
short time before been wisely und 
humanely established by the Government 
of the Argentine Republic. The station 
was in ohargo of about 30 officers and men, 
who spend a forlorn life among the savage 
inhabitants of this wild region. At the 
time the Maud S. called, the life savors 
were unpleasantly short of supplies and 
were living on sea gulls, not very ugreeablo 
diet, b.it much better than nothing, Fiom 
i he little schooner's stores, beef, pork and 
flour was sent gladly, and Capt. MoKiel 
generous y declined the payment olfeied hi 
Argentine Republic bills, which are now 
quoted at par with those of the Confederate 
states. A deed of charity asks no recom- 
p. use. The Victoria schooner remained 
live days at Good Success, and the crew 
th re lormed the acquaintance of a number 
of Brirn.ll sailors, who had boon ship- 
wrecked and then impressed' for service at 
thulifu saving station. Ttie men were anxious 
to take p .ss .g.i when ihe schooner sailed, 
but weie prevented Ironi doing so. The 
men claim that they are confined ug.Mn-t 
their will, and, being Butish subjects, 
threaten to make their captors ropent iheir 
course, whenever tin y reach England again. 
At present they ill turn are Sit to watch the 
wanderings of a herd of goats. During the 
live diys of Capt. McKiol's visit one of the 
goals u as lost ; iweniy-tive were sent out 
in iho morning with the keeper, and in the 
evening only twenty-tour returned. In 
punishment tor negl oting his duty theun- 
tortuuatu sailor whs compelled lo stand all 
niglil on the top of a flour barrel, while bis 
companions »1. pi .

Calcutta, April 8. — A letter has been re- 
ceived ut Simla from the chief of the Mani- 
puris, which confirms the report that Chief 
Commissioner James W. Quinton, und all 
those who accompanied him on his visit to 
the hostile camp to seuuro terms of an ar- 
rangement after the recent di«astrouB en- 
gagement betwten tho natives and the 
Ghorkus, ut Manipur, had been put to 
death. The news is accepted at Simla as 
putting an end to all doubt us to the fate of 
the unfortunate gentleman. Further fight- 
ing has been taken place in the vicinity of 
Manipur, and another British officer has 
be*n killed. It is feared that the officer is 
Lieutenant Grant, who commanded the na- 
tive troops which recently captured Fort 
Thabet neur Manipur, or Captain Pres- 
grave, who was sent to the relief of Lieut. 
Grant with a detachment of British troops. 
It is apprehended that the retreat of tho

Strikers Cannot Legally Influence 

Men Who May Have Taken 
Their I'laces. 



LlVEItrOOt, April 8. — The conviction ye 
terday of Secretary Wilson, of the National 
Amalgamated Seamen's and Firemen's 
Union, and his sentence to imprisonment 
without hard and practically solitary con- 
finement, has created great excitement und 
consternation in labor circles. Wilson who 
by his aggressive and in some respects 
masterly management of the cause of the 
sailors and firemen against tho companies, 
proved to be the most dangerous enemy 
with whom the federation of ship owners 
hid to deal, was pro ecuted for boy- 
cotting und interfering with non-union 
men in the performance of their duties. 
His conviction was a complete surprise to 
himself and his associates and tho principle 
involved, which, by tho verdict of the jury 
and the judgment of the court is affirmed, 
is that in fuiuie strikers may not legally in- 
fluence men who have taken their places, 
either by moral suasion or otherwise, to tho 
detriment of the interests of those who 
have employed t hem. If this decision shall 
be sustained oh appeal, winch it is ho- 
lieved it will be, the conviction 
of many other labor agitators and leaders 
in the violent movement against the ''black- 
legs" is certain. Tho woikingincii of Lon- 
don, and many places in the provinces aro 
Organizing mass meetings to demand Wil- 
son's release, but the success of the move- 
ment is generally doubted. Wilson, him- 
self, Implored the court to sent nco him to 
hard labor, instead of condemning him to 
the terrible monotony of prison life without 
work, but his appeal was in vain.

This bill w.ib introduced as a public bill. 
It passed the first and second leadings, and 
wont to the committee of the whole on Feb- 
ruary 4. On motion It was resolved, — That 
the committee rise, report progress, ask 
leave to sit again, and recommend to the 
House that the bill be referred to a select 
committee consisting of the members form- 
ing the private bills committee, with in- 
structions to give fourteen day's notice, by 
advertise" cut in the New Westminster pa- 
pers, so as to afford private parties (if any) 
affected by the bill an oppor- 
tunity to appear before the com- 
mittee, and with power to hear 
evidence and to report to the House. The 
committee reported the resolution. Report 
considered forthwith, adopted, and agreed 
to." 

On the 2nd April, tho Private Bills Com- 
mittee, sitting as a Select Committee, re- 
ported, inter alia, that the bill should have 
been introduced as a private bill. The cir- 
cumstances attendant upon the introduction 
of the bill ure peculiar, and, I think, unpre- 
cedented in the practice of this House. I 
find that the notices required hy the Stand- 
in: Orders !u the matter of private bills were 
pumilhed ; but that pending the presenta- 
tion of the oostomary petition it was arrang- 
ed that the measure should come in as a 
public bill, It is in order to aBiend or de- 
ft ic n private bill by a public bill. $9? Mr, 
Sneaker Pooley's ruling in the journals of 
t lis House, page 22, Session of 
1SS7, where it is held that the Sumas 
Dyking Act, a private bill, could lie 
amended by a public bill, and it was done 
accordingly.) Bill No. 12 uims to in- 
demnify the corporation of the city of New 
Westminster for having, as is alleged, ex- 
ceeded the powers conferred by the city 
chatter. Under ordinary circumstances I 
think that Rule No. 48 would have offered 
an insurmountable barrier to the bringing 
forward of the bill as a public measure. 
But the circumstances attending its intro- 
duction and the proceedings in the House 
and committee, anterior to its reference to a 
Select committee, were of an extraordinary 
character. It was read a first and second 
time and committed as a public bill. Then 
It was removed from Committee of the 
Whole and sent to a Select committee for 
report. The report of that committee 
shows that public as well as private in- 
terests ar« seriously affected by 
the measure. The Select commit- 
tee has advised that the bill should 
Jiave been heated as a private bill. If thut 
course should be taken, it can scarcely come 
again before the House during the present 
session ; ..nd deep and lasting injury might 
be inflicted on all parties— the public, per- 
haps, being the greatest sufferer. I have 
been greatly perplexed" In considering the 
Various points involved, and have had ex- 
treme difficulty in making a ruling.

RKliULATINf; COAL MINKS. 

Mr. Keith, in moving the second read- 
ing of bif lull for the regulation of coal 
mines, said thut lust session a bill had been 
passed unanimously to make it illegal to 
employ Chinamen underground. The miners 
had, at that time, sent in a petition, signed 
by 1,421 male adnlts, praying the House to 
prevent Chinamen (vorkiiig underground. 
The reason of this was their fear that 
Chinamen were to be again allowed to work 
underground, He quoted from the speeches 
of last session nnd said this was not an 
ami Chinese cry, but merely a measure 
of safety. After several explosions 
it hud been decided that the Chinese in 
mines were a dangerous element. White 
miners, indeed, who had been accustomed 
to employ Chinamen ut SI. 25 a day, had 
also concluded that it was cheaper to em- 
ploy white men at- $2, 50. He quoted the 
speeches of tho Attorney-General and 
others, who had lust year favored the ex- 
clusion of Chinese from the mines, and read 
extracts from the reports of Committee on 
mine disasters, for which the miners held 
Chinese carelessness to be responsible. 
There hud been two trials, under the Act, 
but it hud been shown that the law was 
defective, and to this be bad drawn the 
attention of tho Minister of Mines. It was 
the sacred duty of the Legislature to defend 
human life as far us lay in their power. 
Since the Chinese had been excluded there 
had been no disasters. 

Hon. Mr. Pooluv said that when tho 
House, last year, passed hasty legislation he 
had not been present. Ho denied that the 
Chinese had been responsible for any acci- 
dents, they had been caused by wdiite nun. 
He had been present, officially, at two of 
slu inquiries, adding that when it were 
proved that Chinamen were responsible for 
disasters, then it would be lime to exclude 
them. Mr. Pooloy detailed at some length 
the circumstances of the late Btrike, and also 
quoted the Colonist, of March last, to show 
bow the Nanaiino men were endeavoring to 
injure the coal mining industry of the pro- 
vince, and boycott the Wei ington coal in 
the market at Sa n Francisco. The bill 
ought not to be allowed to receive a 
second reading, as its effect would 
be to pace the coal miners 
at the mercy of the union. If any legis- 
lation were adopted it should not be until 
after the most thorough investigation by 
commission bad taken place. 

Mr. Smith took up the subject of the 
dangt rs of mining, and said that there had 
been a far less number of gas explosions 
proportionately to the men employed among 
tho Chinamen than among whitemen. 

Mn. Hunter stated that the Chinese 
Were principally employed above ground. 

Hon. Mb. ISbavks congratulated the 
member for Nsnaimo upon the manner in 
which he bad brought in his bill. He de- 
iued tlmt the amendment passed last year 
was inopei utive, Moreover, f'e law of 1877 
made t he employment o? Chinese under 
ground a misdemeanour, and punishable as 
such, under the provisions of the Interpre- 
tation Act, though there was no specific 
penalty attached. He, moreover, failed to 
Bud that either the law of 1877 or 
its amendments were unconstitutional. 
He referred to the numerously signed peti- 
tions, from Nana-mo and elsewhere, w hich 
bad been presented against the employment 
of Chinese in the mines. Moreover, every 
one who knew anything about the Chinese 
could not fail to appreciate that, in times 
of danger, they possessed no nerve and 
were, in fact, a source of danger, and 
therefore, should not be employed under 
ground. If there-were any doubts as to the 
efficiency of the law they should be re- 
moved, and he, therefore, hoped the mem- 
bers would agree to pass the bill to a second 
reading. 

Mr. Hall supported the bill, as being 
only in the direction of carrying out pre- 
vious legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Vkunon took the broad 
ground as to whether or not employers 
should be restricted aa to the class of peo- 
ple whom they employed. All tho facts, be 
c intended, und all the papers in possession 
o this House and its menibeis showed that 
t le Chinese were no more dangerous 
in Uie mines than any other people. He 
dj4 fi9t think, that n."-y class of employes 
s'h nild be singled out uiul resisted ,1,c 
employment of Chinese. Tho propose;' k 'S" 
islation was not for the general interests of 
the country, but of a few Union miners. 

Mr. Cotton said he should support the 
Second reading of this Bill, which was 
merely to make clearer nnd more effective 
the pa-t legislation of this House. He de- 
nied that there was any comparison to be 
made bet ween the employment of Chinese 
in coal mines nnd their employment else- 
where. 

Mr. EbERTS said lie had been e died upon 
to take part in the inquiry into the disaster 
by which, in 18S7, some BO as fine felloas 
as he had ever seen had lost their lives in 
No. 1 shaft, as well as some- 
thing like forty Chinamen.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 

Gruilirs A'.'Hlu ut Work on the Union Pacific 
—The Jlilwtuik e Road to be Consolidated 
With the North Western. 

(Post-Intelligencer.) 
The track of the Lake Shore road to Su- 
mas will probably bo ready for operation 
ahout April 10, but will not bo put in oper- 
ation until instructions are received from 
President Dunham, who is now in New 
York. Tho Canadian Pacific officials have 
announced that they will complete their 
track to the boundary on April 15, hut ar- 
rangements for rutining through trains from 
the Canadian 1'acilic to Seattle have not 
been completed. They will be made in New 
York. 

The Union Pacific railroad is resuming 
work on the Portland & Pugct Sound road 
and is stringing men all along the line. The 
route is only slightly changed from that ad- 
opted lust yeur, anil as the right of -way is 
almost all secured, construction can proceed 
with very few breaks. It is reported that 
the contract has been re-let to Mr. Smith, 
who was the sub-contractor under Kilpatrick 
Pros. & Collins, at lower figures. The hit- 
ter linn claims compensation for being de- 
prived of its contract and is expected to en- 
ter suit unless an amicable settlement is 
reached. 

San FltANOIdSO, April 7.— C. P. Hunt- 
ington, president of the Southern Pacific, 
arrived here to-day from New York. 

CHICAGO, April 7. — A story telegraphed 
from New York that Cornelius Vanderbilt 
is likely to enter the directory of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad is 
received with a good deal of credence here, 
and has revived the old report that the 
road in question is to be consolidated with 
the Chicago & Northwestern. A man whose 
predictions urn usually based on go id. judg- 
ment, said to-day that ho thinks the Van- 
derbilt interests will soon begin to exert an 
influence in the management of tho St. 
Paul, and that sooner or later consolidation 
or very close relationship will be established 
between that road anil the Northwestern. 
This would bo most important. 

Boston, April 7. — A circular was issued 
from the Atchison otlicc to-day to the first 
preferred stockholders of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railroad Company, in which 
it was announced that to provide for certain 
deficiencies, which are given in detail, mid 
to place the compaiy anil properties in 
sound financial and physical condition tho 
management of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Railroad Company has decided t» issue 
a new consolidated gold bond covering all 
the properties, equipment, land und realties, 
in the amount of §50,000,000, subject to 
prior liens oi tke present outsianding 
mortgages, securing bonds which will bo 
gradually retired by the operation of their 
respective banking funds ut maturity and 
replaced by new bonds. 

St. Louis, April 7.— Gould was to-day 
shown plans for tke new union depot and 
tracks leading thereto, and, after a thorough 
explanation, approved them und gave in- 
structions that everything should be done 
to hasten and expedite the work on hand. 

Nkw York, April 7. — The proceedings 
under indictment against directors of tho 
New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad 
was stayed by Judge Barrett to-day pend- 
ing the notice to change the place of trial 
from the general sessions court to the oyer 
and terminer court.

THE RAILWAY A MB. NUMB NT ACT

Railway Act substitutes for section 30, of

I 'Fenco Act,'' with gates thereon at farrn, 
crossings of the railway for the use o,f the

Section 1012 of the same act is repealed, 
I and the following substituted, viz:— "1U2, 
No person, any of whose cattle being at 
large are injured or killed at the intersec- 
tion of any highway with the railway, shall 
have any action against the railway com- 
pany in respect of the same being so injured 
or killed, unless negligently or wilfully 
done, and the word 'cuttle' in this section, 
as well us tne whole throughout this act, 
s!i ill include the animals mentioned in sec- 
tion '2 of the 'Fence Act.'"

A LITTLE WAR. 

The little war in the Munipur district of 
India is not likely to he productive of 
serious consequences, It arose out of a dis 
pute between the Rajah of Manipur ami u 
neighboring chief. In this dispute the 
Rajah got the worst of it and was deposed. 
Very little is known as yet us to the cause 
of the quarrel, but it is likely that the 
petty tyrant got no more than he deserved. 
Chief Commissioner Quinton who has juris- 
diction over that part of the Indian Empire, 
■went with a force of Qoorkhas to enquire 
into tho dispute and to effect a settlement. 
The insurgents wishing to retain the ad- 
vantage they had gained, resolved to 
resist the British Commissioner. They 
lay in wait for hi in in a favor- 
able position, set upon him, and billed 
the Chief Commissioner and his escort. 
It is reported that Mr. F. St. C. 
Grimwood, his ,vife, and Col. Skene escaped 
capture. 

Of course the insurgents must lie punish- 
ed for their audacity. Whether they were 
justified or not in withstanding Jand depos- 
ing the Rajah of Manipur, it would never da 
to allow British authority to be set at 
naught, or the prestige of British troops to 
bo lowered. Troops have been sent to pun- 
ish the rebels, and, we presume, to reinstate 
the Rajah. The probability is that thiswil 
be done quickly and i IF, otively. Very little 
is, as yet, known about tho disturbance, 
Assam is far awiy, and it is dillicult to get 
reliable news f i om districts that are in re- 
volt, but the impression seems to bo this 
new little war will not la^t long or he very 
s rious in its consequences. 



neighbors are growing loss hospitable. 
The immigrant is not now received with 
open arms, but lie is regarded 
with a cold and a jealous eye. He is ex- 
amined, anil his condition and circumstan- 
ces enquired into with an evident wish to 
send him buck to his own country. There 
is talk, too, of enacting moro stringent im- 
migration laws than have hitherto beou on 
the statute book, and of not permitting any- 
one to come into the country for tho pur- 
pose of making it his home who does not 
give promise of becoming ti useful, intelli- 
gent and law-abiding citizen. This feeling in 
natural, and it cannot be said that its ten- 
dency is pernicious. 

America docs not want any moro paupers 
or criminals or refractory citizens than its 
own proper population produces. To im- 
port men of those classes from Europe or 
anywhere else is most unwise. Society on 
this continent has in it more lliun enough 
of tho elements of evil without its permit- 
ting them to be increased by additions from 
abroad. Both Americans and Canadians, 
therefore, would do well to bo careful as f Q 
whom they admit into their respective 
countries. The days of indiscriminate im- 
migration have gone by. 

TROUBLE AHEAD. 

There are indications that the school 
question is about to become an issue in the 
general politics of the Dominion. This is 
greatly to be deprecated. Religion and 
politics make a very bad mixture, indeed. 
Politics alone are at times bitter enough, 
but when the religious element is added to 
thorn they become most acrimonious. 

We hoped that when the Jesuit question 
was settled denominational religion would, 
in the future, be kept separate from poli- 
tics. But the prospect is that we are to bo 
disappointed. The Catholic clergy of Que- 
bec have, it BC0111S, taken up the 
cau-e of those wiio are opposed to the 
abolition of separate schools in Manitoba. 
The matter, it is said, will bo brought up In 
Parliament (luring the coming session. We 
cannot see what other effect this can have 
than to create a division between Protest- 
ants and Catholics. This lias been bad 
enough when the contest was conliued to a 
province, but it will be infinitely worse 
when the whole Dominion is nude the field 
of politico-religious contention. It is hard 
to tell what the ultimate result of such a 
struggle will be, but the immediate con- 
sequ nci will be to engender ill-feeling and 
unfriendliness not only in every province, 
but in every electoral division and in every 
settlement. If the people of this Dominion 
are wis* they will do all that lies in their 
power to avoid sectarian strife. 

And it can be avoided. It can, by the 
exercise of prudence and forbearance by 
those concerned, he kept out of Parliament 
and out* of politics altogether. Let the 
question raised in Manitoba be settled by 
the courts of law. The judges of the pro- 
vincial, the federal and tho imperial courts 
can best decide whether the laws relating to 
schools and olliciul languages enacted by 
the legislature of that province are constitu- 
tional or not. If they decide that those 
laws are unconstitutional then Manitoba 
must abide by their decision ; if they pro- 
nounce the act constitutional then the peo- 
ple of the other provinces should cheerfully 
admit the rigid, of the people of Manitoba t 
manage their own affairs in their own way

Great Britain, who hud always been con- 
sidered a warm friend of Labor and a bitter 
enemy of Capital. Mr. Hyndman has been 
for a long time a close observer of strikes, 
and of the workings of Labor unions. His 
opportunities for observing have been many 
and bis ability to make an intelligent use of 
his observations is admitted hy all to be far 
above the average. When such a man de- 
clares that neither trade unions nor strikes 
can materially change the position of those 
who work for wages, his utterance is en- 
titled to careful consideration.

UNDESIRA HLE IMMIGRANTS. 

Our neighbors in the United States an 
getting tired of unrestricted immigration 
People arc permitted to enter their country 
who do not know how to use the freedom 
they enjoy there. They bring with them 
their old world ideas, and continue theii 
old world practices, These ideas and prac- 
tices are altogether unsuited to tho con- 
ditions under which men in America live 
and prosper. Under the repressive gov- 
ernments of Europe, where the detective and 
the polictnian, and the soldier are every- 
where, and arc always at hand to unearth 
conspiracies and to quell disturbances, the 
anarchist, the socialist, and the irrecon- 
cilable, who is ever at war with so- 
ciety, do but little harm. • Be ng 
perpetually watched and kept under they 
have very little chance, in ordinary , times, 
to do much mischief. But there is no such 
repressive macl inery in America, and, 
when these men find that they are not 
curbed and ground down, they are apt to 
misuse their freedom and to set at naught 
such feeble restraints iih exist. They be- 
come troublesome and commit outrages and 
diagu it the more civilized and more law- 
abiding native citizens. Besides, their stan- 
dard of comfort is very much lower than 
that of Americans. They can live cheaply 
and work for low wages. They are, there- 
fore, besides being unpleasant neighbors, 
formidable competitors in tho labor 
market. It is no wonder, then, thai 
tho Americans are becoming disgusted 
with a very considerable proportion of the 
immigrants who are pouring into their 
country and shouldering them out of many 
industries. 

Tho country, too, is getting pretty well 
filled up, and there does not seem us much 
room in it for workers from all lands as 
tliere was not many years ago. The 
Americans say that tho sciim of European 
communities are being dumped on their 
country, and they see that they will not be 
readily absorbed by the population or be- 
come assimilated with the native Ameri- 
cans. The tendency of foreigners to form 
separate communities', retaining their own 
languages and their national habits, is be- 
coming greater arid is, in some states, 
creating trouble. Tliu consequence is our 



SUGAR IN THE STATES. 

A; our readers doubtless know the pro- 
visions of the McKinley tariff with respect 
to sugar came into operation on tho first 
day of the ptesent mouth. Unrefined uigur 
was then placed on the free list. It was to 
be expected that there would be a great and 
au immediate fall in the price ( f sugai 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
United Suites. But such has not been the 
case. In San Francisco the price of crushed 
sugar declined five-eighths of a cent a pound, 
and dry granulated, three-fourths ; but, Oil 
the other hand two of ilie higher grades ot 
yellow advanced a quarter of ti cent. 
It is supposed that the full in the price 
of sugar was not eo great as was expected, 
because as everyone was waiting to renew 
his stick of sugar until the new tariff came 
into operation, the demand was to great 
that the holders were able to keep up their 
prices out of proportion to the duties remit- 
ted on raw sugar. There may he something 
in this. But it should be remembered that 
a very large quantity of sugar was bought 
during the winter months for delivery on and 
after the first of April. These purchases 
would materially affect the demand whin 
tho new tariff came into operation. 

We strongly suspect that the sugar trust 
prevented a fall in the price adequate to 
tho duly that had been taken off. It ap- 
pears that the rings were manoeuvering to 
reap tho lion's share of the benefit ot 
the remission of the duty on sugar. They 
have it in their power both to regulate the 
s ipply and to fix the price. Competition in 
sugar has been pretty well killed in the 
United States. Spreckels, the only great 
refiner who has hitherto acted independently 
of the rings, has, we see, been induced to en- 
ter the combination, The object ot tin 
refiners is, of course, to prevent the people 
reaping as much advantage from free BUgai 
an, under ordinary circumstances, they 
would. What they don't get is pocketed 
by the rings. This scheme may work Ue 
well as they wish for a while, hut the dttj 
is coming when the American people wil 
r.so against, the tyranny of the rings, trusts 
and syndicates that prevent their getting 
the full benefit of the laws that are enacted 
for their advantage.

The guests 
who u ere on board for the trial run in- 
cluded, Mr. Thomas R Smith, 
Assistant Commissioner of the II. 15. Co., 
Mi. R. H. Hall, M.P.P., Mr. Rogers, 
M.P. P. Capt. PilzStubbs, and Messrs. Close, 
Cameron, Herring, Shaw, Woods, and 
others, Capt. Prank Odin, who will com- 
mand the Caledonia, was in the wheel- 
house, while Mc Kesler, of the Alldon 
Ir. n Works, took clnrje of the engine 
room. Mr. T. H. H.theiley, the company's 
engineer, who has had long, xperienceinstei n- 
wheel bo its, was also on board, and pro- 
nounced the (lab donia's working us first-class. 
Capt, George Odin, her builder, was natur- 
ally much interested in tho behaviour of the 
boat, and even he could find nothing there- 
in that was 1. ot satisfactory. There was a 
strong wind blowing when the harbor was 
left, but the run to Esquimalt was made, not- 
withstanding, and, on returning, some time 
was spent in cruising about the harbor. 
Two hours, altogether, was the time occu- 
pied in the trial. The steamer proved 
steady, and her engines ran smoothly,

A Talk with M . V. B. McNamce. O»o of Mon- 
treal's Enterprising Citizens, 

A Colonist representative, who is a par- 
sonal friend bf some years standiug of Mr. 
F. Bi McNiunee, the well-known cont> actor, 
took the opportunity, yesterday, ol talking 
over with, him the merits of Victoria as a 
city, and Vancouver Island as a place for 
settlement, 

" Well, Mr. McNainee," said fie journal- 
ist, "you were here some years ago and 
have now been in the city several weeks, 
■what do you think of the progress and pros- 
jpcots of Victoria?" 

•' Well, she lias improved wonderfully ; 
lu '- principal streets are very fine, and her 
rev. buildings are really food ; quite of the 
■chn acter which tho city must have here- 
j'.fter 1 would advise owners and builders 
iu pay more attention to the heating of their 
premises bj hot water or steam, us to have 
a. ci al fire in every room, in order to pre- 
vail the sea air chill, is a very expensive 
practice. Morover, in so far us 
-dwellings are conoerie', it would 
lie well to make them us warm 
as it is possible for building material to 
make then. Above everything Victoria 
wants a hotel, which should be of the first 
class as much iu its accommodation us in its 
charges, aud with every advantage and 
concession which the municipal authorities 
can give. The city should spend, as Mon- 
treal has done, for the Windsor, a large sum of 
money to heuutify and develop its surround- 
ings. The immense square in front of the 
Wiudsnr 1ms been artistically laid out and 
supplied with asphalt roads and foot walks. 
It is lighted by both gas and electricity, 
and has a sufficient staff of guardians to 
keep it in the best of order and make it a 
favorite place of resort, not alone by the 
■citizens, hut liy the thousands of strangers 
who visit Montreal during the summer 
season. 

What about the site of and excavations 
for tho hotul which is at present before the 
public ? 

I know of no place which requires a new 
•custom house and other public buildings 
.more than the city of Victoria does. 
The public moneys so far spent 
for Victoria have been pretty 
much sunk under water in blasting 
out the channel and other operations for the 
.benefit ot navigation. The proposed hotel 
.site would suit splendidly for the purposes 
of public building-', and Messrs. Barle and 
Prior have a grand field before them for an 
tnergi tie endeavor to induce the Govern- 
ment to place upon it a suitable edifice, 
one, indeed, in keeping with similar 
structures on the American side. With a 
new summer hotel and an electric ear 
service running from the boats to that 
hotel, there Can be no doubt that the 
numerous Canadians who now visit the 
South ot Fiance and the Southern States 
during the winter will be glad to visit Vic- 
toria, « here 1 notice that the flowers are, 
practically speaking, in bloom all the year 
round, the little bit of snow which fell thi3 
winter having benefitted them rather than 
otherwise. 

Having spoken of tho tramcar service as 
the best be had ever seen, Mr. MoNamee 
continued : I may tell you that iu so fur as 
concerns the success of the Windsor Hotel, 
there was a thud when its stock run down 
to 10c. Now it could not he had for love or 
-money. Without a hotel like the Windsor, 
Montreal, as regards hotel nee' mmodation, 
would be behind the age. To be sut'u that 
ci y bus the St. Lawrence Hall, presided 
over by the Hmperorof hotel managers, Mr. 
Henry Hbgan. It, is a house that has done 
very much for the. city, it is the resort of 
business men, and its guests always linU 
that the proprietor has, in addition to his 
ac.omiiio.lalions, a stitbeiency of cash to 
honor their cheques. For a young man Mr. 
Swelt, of tho V\ indaor, bus all the qualities 
and aptitudes of a first-class host. 

I admire the Duusmuir house and its 
magnificent site. Montreal's Dunsmuir, 
Mr, Duncan Mclntyre, i- putting up an ele- 
gant and commodious mansion on the side 
of the Montreal Mountain and there c-in be 
no doubt will ti fiord Victorians visiting 
Montreal a good opportunity of comparirg 
the two establishments. To speak of Vic- 
toria's bujinGBs prospects, I can see nothing 
to interfere with the tide of success upon 
which she has fairly entered. With the 
CP. R. China steamers, which are in the 
future to make their regular culls at tho 
Outer Wharf, the approaches to which have 
been amply dredged, and with the contem- 
templated line of Australian steamships, 
which are expected to stop here, there niu=t 
. be a vastly augmented import and export, 
as well us passenger trade, and should the 
improved Sound connections which 
•..n! contempbited, be 'secured, it 
will not lie long before the 
Canadian Pacific and the Westminster 
Southern will find it imperative to give t'i 
V.c'oria, every possible facility, so that 
•tb:y may not be left in the keen competi- 
tvi.-i that must ensue for the Pacific carrying 

tredf. 

I have reason to believe that considerable 
amounts of Eastern capital will be brought 
here for the development of the mineral and 
other resources of Vancouver Island, and 
that much interest is being taken in the 
thorough survey of, and report upon, the 
vast unoccupied lands which have not yet 
been alienated from the provincial 
domain. Your immense salmon fish- 
eries, from all 1 can gather, 
.are calculated to stand you in good stead 
for years to .come, but there aie continual 
w:!strs j.'0 : ng on that have a very exhaustive 
influence upon the supply und these it will 
In! for those who are primarily concerned 
to guard against. 

I notice that in the House there is.a very 
-Rre.it amount of railway legislntinn biing 
effected. C,iro ought to be taken that it be 
not overdone ; your future lies m ■ your oh- 
t uning, an early us possible, all the neces- 
sary means of communication whether by 
road, fail or steanib i.it; hut too much of 
them involves a waste of energy and re- 
sources which might be profitably 'utilized 
in other dil coth.ns.

.any highway. It shall lie no d< fence to the 
railwiy compuiiy to show tint the laod 
win nee the cuttle cot upon the railway was 
land owned by the o own in ri.bt of British 
Columbia or lii right of the Dominion <> 
Canada. Section 7 of the " Fence Act " 



sVOl not apply to any dispute between the 
owner of any cattle and uny such railway 
company. No company shall be, ie-p rouble 
for injuring or killing cattle at the inteis e- 
tion of uriy highway with the railway, un- 
ices wilfully or negligently done. 

iir.GULATJ.OIJ OF COAL MINES. 

I I. i act to further amend the Coal Mines 
1 cgula.ion Act, which has been introduced 
by .Mr. Keith, provides that the term 
"Chinaman" shall include any person of 
Mongolian race, and amends section -I of the 
act by enacting that the employment of any 
Chinaman, in violation of the provisions of 
this section, shall render the owner, agent 
aud manager of such mine, and each of 
them, liable on conviction, for each day, ar 
part of n day, an which such Chinaman 
shall be employed, and for each and every 
Chinaman so cmplayed, to n penalty not ex- 
ceeding five dollars, and not less than two 
dellars and fifty cents ; and every China- 
man sa employed as aforesaid shall he liable 
upon conviction, for •aoh day or part »f a 
day on which ha is so employed, to a penal- 
ty not exceeding five dollars, and not less 
than two dollars and fifty cents. The penal- 
ties hereinbefore set forth may be recovered 
with costs before any justice of the peace 
having jurisdiction, or any magistrate hav- 
ing the powers of two justices under the 
"Summary Convictions Act." Upoa any 
prosecution under this section, evidence 
under oath of any witness that, to the best 
•f his knowledge und belief, any person al- 
leged to have been employed contrary to the 
provisions of this act is a Chinaman, shall 
be prima facie evidence tint such 
person is a Chinaman within the 
meaning of this act, and slull cast upon the 
defendant the burden of proving that such 
person is not a Chinaman. The justices 
may alsa decide, upon their own view and 
judgment, whether any person produced 
before them is a Chinaman within the mean- 
ing of this act. 



NEWS FROM THE ORIENT. 

Japan's Foreign Trade Falling Off— Warships 
Ordered to Corea. 

San Fiuncisco, April 6. — Advices from 
Yokohama per steamer Rio Juniero, state 
that th : returns from the customs depart- 
ment for the year 1890 show a falling off of 
$13,000,000 over the previous year. This 
wus owing to the failuroof the rice crop and 
holding of silk for better prices. Of the 
trade with different nations the decrease 
is greatest with France and the United 
States. Germany, however, shows a large 
increase, us- do Corea and Australia. Trie 
silk season of 1S90-91 will show decreased 
export, and tea will have a falling off in 
value. 

The Japan Daily Advertiser published a 
contradiction of a sensational story printed 
in an American paper some time ago. The 
story was told by Captain Morris, of the 
sealing schooner Helena, iu which he stated 
Russian cruisers captured three sealing 
schooners, killing seven Japanese without, 
cause. Morris told a stoiy of frightful 
punishment in having to work two ytats iu 
Siberian coil mines, not seeing daylight 
for two years, and bob g chained 
to a maniac. The Advertiser prints 
a statement from a commander of one ot the 
seized vessels. He says three schooners 
were captured for poaching, and the vessels 
taken to Vludivostook and confiscated. 
Morris WUS on the Helena, but not as cap- 
tain. The officers and crews were turned 
loose on the beach, and two weeks after- 
ward were taken to Yokohama on a steam- 
er. The men were all treated well and suf- 
fered no privations. 

On March 5 five Japanese men-of-war 
were suddenly ordered to Corea from Na- 
gasaki. Another man-of-war was ulso or- 
dered to Corea the same day. The reason 
for this move is not yet known. 

A terrible case of running amuck oc- 
curred in lower Perak, in the Straits Set- 
tlements recently, five persons having I een 
killed and thirty-one so badly Mounded 
that the medical officer holds out no hopes 
of recovery. Inspector Evans, it was fur- 
ther stat' d, with a party of police and fol- 
lowers to the number of 300 men had gone 
in search of the murderers.

Is 
the old Driard still considered good enough 
for the increasing stream of tourists visiting 
these parts? I trow n t, at least not so far 
as the tourists and other visitors are concern- 
ed. . 

It would seem desirable therefore that 
the smaller shareholders should stir the 
matter up und unite stand tho position, 
which mint be at least disapp inting after 
giving their encouragement and support to 
a scheme in which their sympathies were 
enlisted, more as a mutter of great public 
ben-fit rather than in the expectation of re- 
ceiving large dividends for their investment 
at any rale for some time to come. 

If public Spirited citizens ate to be dealt 
with in this way they are certainly not 
likely to be found ready to suppott any 
similar ventures which might be put hefore 
them.

AUSTRALIAN BUFFALOES. 



Few of tbo Inhabitants Know of Their 

i;.tisteueo. 

Although I have been over thirty-, 
BOVon yoiiM In Australia, says a writer j 
in tho Brisbane Now-Zcalander, it was 
not until eighteen nionths ago that I| 
was aw;:\v that there was » breed of 
wild buIYalu-.'s in these colonies, and [ 
venture to say Unit not one per cent, of \ 
the inhabitants of Queensland, or ' even j 
half that number, are aware of the fact. 
Curiously enough, I Uavo two simul-j 
taneoua inquiries about them— one from ; 
Prof. Wallace, of Edinburgh, and the 
other from a gentleman in Michigan, 
U. S. A. I laid myself out to make full 
inquiries on the subject, and it has oe- j 
curred to me that the public will be in- ; 
terested to know the result. Mr. It. II. j 
Purccll, who has seen several of them | 
in the far north, and was present at the 
death of one, gave me a minute descrip- 
tion of them, which tallies exactly with 
what I learned from other sources. Mr. 
JB. Palmer, M. L. A., informs me that 
one of the islands on the northern coast 
is fully stocked with them', and isolated 
bulls from the herd on the mainland oc- 
casionally find their way as far east as 
one of his gulf stations, and that sev- 1 
eral have reached Mr. li aim's Lawn 
Hill station. In Dr. Leichhardt's jour-j 
nal of his expedition from Moreton bay 
to Port Essington, in 1844-5, he men- 
tions that Mr. Roper and the black- 
boys, "Charley"' and "Brown," ran; 
down and shot one thirty miles from ! 
Port Essington, and that they were said ' 
to be numerous there, and were called I 
by the blacks "onaborro." Leichhardt 
states that they "are the offspring of 
the stock which had cither strayed from ] 
the settlement at Raffles bay or had 
been loft behind when that establish- j 
ment was broken up. They were origi- 
nally introduced from the Malay I 
islands. I was struck with 
the remarkaWe thickness of their 
skin (almost an inch), and with: 
the solidity of their bones, which con- 
tained little marrow, but that little 
was extremely savory." Mr. Palmer, 
states that the bull killed on his run 
weighed almost a ton, was extremely 
broad and well developed in the fore- 1 
quarters, but tapering off in the hind- 
quarters, 

I next directed my inquiries to the 
museum, and here I was most fortunate 
in getting information from the man! 
above all others in Queensland mostj 
competent to give it — nameiy, Mr. Spald- 
ing, the taxidermist of the museum, 
who spent many months in the center of 
their groat haunt near Port Darwin, i 
Mr; Spalding showed me the head and 
horns of one of these buffaloes that, 
made its way eastward in the direction 
of Charters Towers, and was shot there 
some two years ago. The horns are 
most remarkable, being square at the 
butt and four inches thick. They rise 
in a semi-circle, but incline backward, 
so that the animals, when they charge, 
which they do furiously, have to put their 
heads between their forelegs. The 
horns are extremely coarse, corrugated, 
and of a dirty brown color. Mr. Spald- 
ing corroborated the statements of 
Messrs. Palmer and Pureell as to the i 
buffaloes being very numerous — in 
many thousands — at Port Essington, 
Rallies bay and Melville lsianci. A man 
has been engaged for a number of years 
shooting them and making a handsome I 
income by selling the hides. On account 
of the extreme thickness of hide they re- 
sist an ordinary cartridge, and heavy 
leaden bullets have to be used. They 
arc what are familiarly known as 
"mud" buffalo, having very little hair 
on their bodies, which are of a dirty! 
reddish-brown color. 

It may not be generally known that 
ahuniber of Timor ponies were intro-| 
duped at Port Essington with the buffa- 
loes. These have also increased to a. 
large, herd, and Mr. Spalding describes j 
them as exceedingly handsome little! 

animals. 

Asiatic *• Black Death,*' 
The pestilence. now ravaging a great | 
part of Asiatii Russia -bears that name 
of "Black Death" sofaroiliar for centu- 
ries as describing one of the most fear- 
ful of thane plagues which, appearing 
at irregular intervals, have devastated 
the globe. Presumably, says the New 
York Times, it was this same form of 
scourge that, starting also from Asia, 
spread over that continent and Europe 
about the middle of the fourteenth 
century, and i.'j reputed to have bad 
millions of victims. It is doubtless also 
the same that made another widespread 
and terrible devastation in I/J04 and 
1005, and of whose ravages in London 
Defoe gave so vivid an account. There 
it was oftencst called simply the plague, 
hut the name "Black Death" is derived, 
as may he. remembered, from the 
blotches accompanying the disease. It 
Is believed that its visitations were , 

.made as often as once or twice in a ; 
century in ancient times, and it was 

: around Naples as late as is in. Its re- ; 
appearance now in West Siberia is 

.marked by a terrible mortality which 
recalls the stories of some of its old- 
time ravages; but this is largely due, 
no doubt, to the lack of medical aid in I 
that region.

It is a. profile, 
and can be easily discerned when the 
moon is full. Whentthc moon is in the 
Eastern sky she is looking north and 
the head inclines upward.
